Reykjavik. Tho United Stales 
pulling Iceland still further 
into Its plans ol agression, by 
expanding Its military facilities 
on Iho island which play on Im- 
pel tent role.

ports. According to Pentagon 
spokesmen, who attended the 
Committee's meeting, this centre 
Is to ensure the control of tho 
US Armed Forces for seven days. 

U is surprising that questions 
which immediately concern Ice- 
land's security, arc helng discus- 
sed in the US Congress while 
the Icelandic Government knows 
nothing about this, tho news- 
paper pointed out.

One of the main reasons for 
tha low annual production 
growth In Africa, which stands 
at 0.2 per cent, has been a 
severe drought which hit 34 
countries. Forecasts say that 
nearly 150 million Africans will 
suffer from malnutrition and 
hunger In 1904 as a result. Ad- 
verse weather conditions are not 
the only reason for ihe poor 
economic performance. To a 
greet extent this unfavourable 
situation has been caused by tho 
crises In the world capitalist 
economy to which many emer- 
gent stales ere linked. Prices of 
raw materials which are staple 
Hems In African exports have 
dropped because of decrease in 
Ihe need for copper and oilier 
minerals In the West.

Theatregoers in Georgia have long known and 
loved 01 or, an actor at the Mardzhanlshvlll 
Theatre, In Tbilisi. Nearly Ihe whole of Otar's 
working career hag been wllh the Mardzhanlsh- 
vlll company except for the few years he spent In 
Rustavi, a dty of steel workers, where the 
Mardzhanlshvlll company set up a new drama 
theatre, 

Otar Megvlnelubulsest won nationwide acclaim 
and popularity quite recently, as a result of a 
television serial 'The Shores" In which ho ap- 
peared, I rased on the novel, “Data Tut ash kh la" by 
Ihe modern Georgian writer, Chabun Amlrcdzhlbl. 
Though tho action of ‘The Shores' ’ lakes place at 
Ihe turn at the century, the courage, moral purity 
and nobility displayed by Data Tiilashkhla, the 
leading character whom Olar plays, made an Im- 
pression on modern audiences. 

During Ills career with Ihe Mnrd/hanlshvlU 
company, Otar has played a number ol different 
parts— Cyrano de Dergeror, Nicholas 1 ol Russia, 
Don Qulxoie, Cervantes, Hamlet, the Georgian 
primitive, artist Plrosmanl, and King Oedipus, to 
name a low outstanding ones.

This is how 1 once played Plrosmanl, 
and I was later pleased to hear Hint my face hod 
suddenly changed to resemble Plrosmanl'a, I 
believe that If an artor Is nl one with bis charac- 
ter, he changes beyond recognition In appearance, 
oven to tho extent of the expression, and colour 
of the eyes. 

"fn my view, Ihe actor's pro I css I on of ter* Ihe 
possibility of expressing one's dreams, one's 
hopes fnr one's own Ilk 1 , and that o[ others. At 
least once In a lifetime a man asks himself whal 
he lives lor and whether he has achieved every- 
thing lie could lave done. The greatest pain one 
can feel comes from the need lo lustily oneself 
aflcr wards. I ihlnk that a Man is bom (o give 
warmth to olher people, and to live for the 
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sake of others. In our profession, this t s the most 
Important thing. 

"I also want to play la a comedy. I believe that 
comic actors are the happiest people In the world. 
Thclr acting draws an Immediate response from 
lliB audience, and every phrase they say Is met 
wllh laughlcr. I would also like to play Macholli 
and King Lear. Although there Is still llm e as 
far ns King Lear Is concerned, It may be loo late 
for me to play Machelh, as I am 11 fly-one now. 
I dieam of acting Don Quixote on the screen. 
Whether this will be possible, or not, I don't 
know, though there Is a plan to Him a serial 
based on Cervantes' novel.*'

Hungary's cooperation with our country 


Fruitful end comprehensive 
links wllh the Soviet Union aic 
playing a major role In the de- 
velopment of tha Hungarian 
economy and exerting a majoi 
influence on the country'e in- 
dustry and foreign trade, a TASS 
correspondent has been loid by 
the Hungarian Foreign Trade 
Minister, P6ter Veress.

In turn, Hungary will 
conllnue Its deliveries of equip- 
ment for poultry yards and 
animal-breeding complexes and 
effective chemicals for protec- 
tion of agricultural crops. 

The minister further noted that 
this shows that specialization and 
cooperation play a special role 
in the development of the So- 
vict-Hungorlen economic rela- 
tions. The agreements on special- 
ization and cooperation lo a 
major extent Influence the pat- 
tern of trade between Iho two 
countries. The growth la trade in 
goods produced - under such 
agreements Is much higher than 
similar figures for other Hems.
